Fenske (1975) investigated the reasons for the establishment 
of the 1202 Copinission: 

V/ith the passage of the Education Amendments of 1972, ' 
the Congress of the United States introduced to the 
nation's educators a nev; academic and educational 
environment. For included in those amendments, 
under Title XII, Ge-.neral Provisions, V7as Section 1202 
pertaining to the establishment of state postsecondary 
education co^/dssions . This section of the Ar/ind- 
liCP-ts signified an expanded av/arcness of the 
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nnltiriicCLC.a caucaL iunnl Ciidoavori; boyoiid the hi<;h 
school noL formerly J.iicluJed in the rcstriclicd con- 
cept oC 'hi^;]ier cduci t ion • ' 

Alr.o, in March of 1974, th- United States Cc:.r:vus- 
sionar of Education invited each governor to either 
designate on existing agency or establish a new 
agency to serve as the state postsecondary education 
cocuTiission, or as thtty arc coriLTionlj^ referred to, a 
1202 ConunLssion. As of April, 1975, fifty-one 
states and territories have, established such a 
corpjAiKsion and have received federal assist?.:ice 
under Section 1203 of Title XII to conduct compre- 
hensive sLatCv/ide pos.tiecondary educational planning. 

The primary interest ol the federal government vith respect to 
the establishment of Section 1202 ConiMiosions vas to encourage and 
facilitate responoO. to a Congressional i-andnte for changes and 
ir^provem^Tit:; jn the planning and coordination of all segments of 
p o t - s e c r* n d a ry d u ca t i c> n ^ 

The J^lorida SLai.e Lonrd of Education in April^. 1973, designated 
an exist J:>g agr:ncy, the State Planning Conncil for Post High School 
f ^'ucation as the 1202 Coir^u r;;,ion .

Con:;res^' intent v;aG to stron-tlien existing a^^.cnclGr. by 
p:?r-;in:-; thcin vmdcr Section 1202, rather than to create additional 
plnnning nyeiicios. basically, the Con^jress, in establishiiig 
Section 1202 Cur.inii salons encouraged coinprohensive statovzide 
planning thron^h the stipulation that certain planning functions 
ir,u5t couu-^^. under the auspices of the. 1202 Coinnission. Further, it 
v;as intended by the Conj;?-css that compliance with establishment 
of a 1202 Co.T.^lssion be voluntary. However, to shp.re. in the 
planning funds released by the United States Office of Education, 
only thosc-> stv-^.LtiS havin3 a 1202 Corfnissiou could share in these 
funds .

The firs^ np.eting of the Co.TTaission V7as held at the University 
of South FloriJa in Ta-npa, on October 2 and 3, 1975. A copy of the 
agenda appe-ars in Appendix A second meeting \7as scheduled at 
Rollins College in Orlando, on January 6 and 7, 1976. At the time 
of \;riting the investigator had so far been unable to obtain 
copies of the luinutos or proceedings of these tv;o ^lectings. 

The significance of this stud;, becane a matter of pointing 
oiLt the l?.ck of awareness on the part of educators as to the 
existence of the Commission as a result of the Coc-dssion' s failure 
to ir^:ke its?lE: and its \:o.cV. known.

The State I'ost-Seccndary education CoTjnissicn lias had all the 
grcuins pains of any nsv; group attempting to get something done. 
The funding of $22,000 seed money to get the 1202 Conimission started 
vas incorporaled into an already existing council, vhere it remained 
dora^ant and inactive for r.everal pAonths. Not until Dr. Joe Olander 
became the Assistant to the Corp-Tiissioner of Education did the 
rc.organiJcat-.on necessary to establish the 1202 Cor^ission occur. 
Two nc-.etings.out of four scheduled had bacn held by the State Post- 
Secondary Education Co-mission at the tine of this \7riting. The 
purpo?e-> stated V7ere 1) to bring together the diverse iviterests 
v/hich comprise tho field of post-secondary education in the State, 
2) to devise ways to bring about more equitable and effective 
coordination of activities vithin this field, 3) to consider the 
challenge of the future for post-secondary education, and 4) to 
develop a vision of the needs for a genuine sense of comT.unity in 
post-secondary educatiu,) in Florida. Thus far work to hicve 
thc's.- purpo.-es has ; ..duce.' only imaginary and idealistic fruit. 

The ai.plicalions for Florida Technological University from 
the Floric^p. Post-Secondary Id -cat I on Cor,-dssion (1202 Commission) 
ST,-,-',.- to ho i.inluial at be^t.

Tni s contact parson should serve as a 
communication channel for input to and feeuback 
from the Commission. 

7) The 1202 Commission should develop a national 
clearinr/nouse. ' Such a clearinghouse could put 
universities in contact viMi one another to serve 
mutual needs.

I trust that this note will find eac . of you well. 

I am attaching an agenda for our first meeting, llie 
schedule is straightforward in terms of topics, flow of events, 
and organizational matters. However, it is relatively meaningless 
in the absence of some overall puipose. For this reason, I 
should like to suggest how we should view this agenda and to invite 
your serious consideration of the issues raised by it as our 
meeting approadics. 

Since April 1 of this year, when I first came to 
Tallahassee, I have become increasir.gly convinced that postsecondar>' 
educaiio;) suffers from and is characterized by a- serious blurring 
of purpose. To be sure, there exist many problems related to 
funding, programs, economies and diseconomies of scale and operation, 
admissions, and 5ta:idards; but m>' belief is that these kinds of 
problems are s>inptom.atic of a more fundamental problem related 
to puipose. 

But in order to deal adequately with an inquiry 
into the problem of blurred purpose, it may be necessar>^ to under- 
stand the nature of the quite distinct activities which are too 
frequently lu.roed togerlir^r under uie semantic sinplicity of ''post- 
secondaiV education.'' Tne overall purpose of our first meeting, 
therefore, will be an atter.pt to answer a "simple" question: What 
constitU'ics postsecondary education in Florida? In short, what 
docs tI:o topography of postsecondar)- education look like?

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Towards this end, I have scheduled a series of 
presentations to be made concerning tlie wide variety of sectors 
of po=;tsecondar>' education, including:

I have asked each person making a presentation 

1) to describe the broad outlines of the relevant 
sector of postsecondary education to be discussed in terms of 
puiposes, sti-ucture, activities, and persons sen-ed; 

2) to describe some of the most irportant events 
occurring within and outside of each of these sectors of post- 
secondaiy' education v/liicli have serious implications for the luture; 

3) to describe what are, in the judgment of the 
person making tl\e presentation, the most critical policy issues 
facinn the appropriate sector of postsecondaiy education being 
discussed. In this latter description, I have asked that eadi 
presenter address the question of how a particular segment of 
postsecondarv education distributes social and individual welfare 
and of whether we are now at a critical juncture m tne role 
which it plays in such a distribution. 

With these presentations having been made, we 
shall turn our attention to a presentation conceding how these 
various sectors of postsecondaiy education relate to each other, 
how thcv should relate to eacli ot — and the general issues ol; 
coordination aiid govemanco iu this large field of activity.
